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Douglas  Sprague  a  great  great  grandson  of  Paul  Huff,    U.E.L.   settler 
on  the  south  shore  of  Ilay  Bay  in  1734.,   conducted  a  lengthy  research  into  the 
origin  and  descendents  of  the  Huguenot  ancestors  of  the  Huff  family. 

The  first  knovm  Huff  came  to  America  prior  to  1707,   in  the  person  of 
Engelbert  Huff,  a  Horvegian  member  of  the  Life  Guards  of  William  of  Orange,   who 
later  became  King  William  III  of  England. 

Soon  after  his  arrival  in  Araerica.  he  married  Maria   (llaritie][  Uillems   (Dutch) 
born  about  I69O  at  Tarrytoim,   N.   Y,   to  Robert  srarcx'.Jillens  Zen  and  Grace   (Greesze) 
Gerant  (believed  to  have  been  the  early  spelling  of  Ceniff  or  Canif f ) , 

Engelbert  Huff  died  at  the  ripe  old  age  of  123  years  on  March  21,   1765 
at  Fishkill,   IJ.   Y.  and  v;as  buried  near  the  east  wall  of  the  Reforraed  Dutch  Church 
at  nearby  Hopewell.

Lieutenant  Paul  Huff  served  with  the  Loyalists  in  Golonel  Horton's  company. 
He  v/as  officially  mustered  out  at  Kingston  in  October  1734-.     '.'ith  his  v/ife,   liary  Gronk, 
and  at  least  five  of  their  children,   Paiol  Huff  left  New  York  in  the  Fall  of  1783 
aboard  ship  for  refuge  ia  Canada.     They  spent  a  very  discoiiraging  v;inter  at  Sorel,   Que.; 
came  through  to  Kingston  in  the  Spring  and  finally  arrived  at  Adicfiphustown  June  I6,   1784, 
Their  party  vjas  under  direction  of  Major  Peter  VanAlstine.

Lieut.  Paul  Huff's  younger  brother,  Solomon  (1751-1323)  was  married  to 
Eva  Swade   (1757-         )   in  close  proximity  to  the  present  site  of  Kev/  York  City,     At 
the  outbreak  of  the  War  of  1766-1733,  Solomon  is  reported  to  have  ovmed  and  operated 
a  farm  of  200  acres  on  land  nov;  a  part  of  that  great  city.      Unlike  his  brothers, 
Solomon  v;as  a  neutral  iintil  a  rebel  raiding  party  pillaged  his  farm  and  property. 
He  then  joined  the  British  troops  and  served  throughout  the  duration  of  the  war. 
It  is  said  he  procured  an  old  bald-faced  horse  \>;hich  helped  him  to  remove  his  family 
and  goods  to  Kingston,   iater  proceeding  to  Ad2ilphusto\>ni,   v/here  he  drew  a  lot  on 
Hay  Bay  shore  but  exchanged  it  for  one  in  the  second  concession.     Xkr 

•  Besides  the  Paul  and  Solomon,   there  v/ere  two  other  bons(of  William  and 
Elizabeth  Retan  Huff),   John  and  Angus,   who  remained  in  the  U.   S.     The  War  of  the 
Independence  was  the  cause  of  the  dispersal  of  the  Huffs.     Solomon  Huff  (who  owned 
the  200  acres  where  Hew  York  City  is  nowlocated)   refused  to  join  the  Continental 
tropps  when  they  demanded  it  so  they  EnKfisEacbsi  drove  off  his  stock  and  took  his  horses, 
After  he  j opined  the  British  troops,   his  property  was  confiscated. 
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Lieut.  Paul  Huff  also  served  throughout  the  Revolutionary  striig^le,  then 
accompanied  his  brother  to  Canada  and  settled  at  Hay  i3ay.  His  name  appears  in  the 
Canadian  Archives  for  1791  as  being  one  of  those  mustered  out  of  service  Oct,  5,  1784 
and  in  the  list  of  pioneer  oiimers  of  land  at  AdSilphus tovm  as  given  in  the  books  of  the 
Crov.'n  land  Dept.;  it  is  recorded  that  Lieut.  Paul  Huff  was,  on  May  17,  1302,  granted 
a  patent  for  200  acres  of  land. 

He  v;as  a  pioneer  supporter  of  the  Ilethodist  Church  in  Upper  Canada,   It 
was  in  his  house  that  the  first  Methodist  Class  in  the  province  v;as  formed  in  1791 
by  VJm,  Lessee.  On  his  farm  at  Hay  Bay,  the  first  Methodist  Church  v;as  built  in  Upper 
Canada.  (176S  or) 

Paul's  eldest  son,  Solomon'  (born  1769  in  U.S.)  was  16  years  of  age  v;hen  they 
came  to  Canada.   In  1800  he  moved  to  Huff's  Island.  Hhile  moving  to  ihcir  island  home 
in  winter  and  crossing  the  ice  with  all  their  goods,  the  ice  gave  way.  Although  they 
saved  their  family  and  team,  they  lost  their  household  effects  and  4-  barrels  of  pork. 
Elislia  was  a  small  boy  at  the  time, 

Solomon  Huff  sas  the  first  white  man  to  cut  a  stick  of  v;ood  on  Huff's  Island, 
He  carried  on  an  extensive  lumber  business, at  times  employing  as  many  as  60  men.  At 
the  time  he  settled  on  Huff's  Island,  it  was  occupied  by  about  50  Mississauga  Indian 
families  v.'hose  chief  was  Jim  Chippigaw. 

Solomon  Huff  died  hhy   21,  18^2  through  his  boat  being  capsized  while  crossing 
the  Bay  to  Belleville.  His  sons,  James  and  Abraham,  carried  on  the  business.  Another 
son,  Elisha,  x;orked  a  place  on  the  High  Shore,  adjoining  the  Pearsoll  farm  (now  H.H.Huff 's 
farm--nov/,  -a-ince  I960,  I iar5'^aTid"4^^idgoR=Safjgi^==^a^;%) .  ^ 

Elisha  Huff  (1798-1879)  served  in  the  Rebellion  of  1837, 
Elisha  Huff  married  Catherine  Donahue,  settled  in  Hallowell  Twp,

I  have  found  in  Vital 
records  of  Salisbury,  and  Sharon,  Connecticut,  that  David  Bissell  UEL,  bom  in 
Litchfield,  Conn,  on  17  Jan.  17^2,  married  in  Sharon,  Conn,  on  14  Feb.  I767, 
Sarah  Goodrich,  who  was  bom  20  June  1750.  If  my  "John"  is  a  son  of  this  David, 
it  is  quite  likely  that  David  married  a  second  time.

David  Bissell  UEL  also  had  EHward,  Zenas,  b  178O, 
Catharine  (Reid  says  was  born  1736  in  Conn.),  John,  and  five  daughters  whose 
names  are  unknown  to  me.  David  Bissell *s  sons;  Jehial,  Friend,  David,  Edward, 
Zenas  and  John  (Leavltt's  History  of  Leeds  and  Grenville),  are  the  same  names 
as  those  found  in  my  great  grandfather's  papers  as  "The  old  stock  of  Bissells", 
This  was  found  in  the  family  Bible  of  John  Bissell  #6,  vrritten  on  a  piece  of 
paper  in  what  my  mother  (^3)  says  is  William  Albert  Bissell 's  (her  grandfather) 
hand>n:iting.   It  Is  believed  John  Bissell  is  buried  in  Merrickvllle,  but  no 
Proof  has  been  found.  Lydla  Merrick  is  also  supposed  to  be  descended  from  the 
Merrlcks  that  founded  Merrickvllle,  Ont.,  Can,,  and  it  is  likely  to  be  true, 
since  at  least  one  of  her  children  were  born  in  Merrickvllle,  but  as  yet  no 
proof  has  been  found.
